for annexation on an argument of

posed to the charter, Heywood an- 
swered:

"All I have to say is that if^ I 
am a politician, why Charlie Spear 
is a past grand master of the lodge." 
"The proposed charter," said Hey- 
wood, "will remove control of public 
officials, that Is direct control, from 
the people. 
The freeholders havt 
turned over cpntrol of all,'things W« 
can direct from the sidewalk now 
to a metropolitan council sitting up- 
stairs. Demagogues could entrench 
themselves indefinitely in the coun- 
cil and stay there until the charter 
itself were amended or done away 
with.

OAXCKL ALLIED DEBT, 


Ten billions of debts cancelled on 
such conditions *would 
enable the 
Allies and their enemies to get to- 
jether and so distribute the sums as 
to bring a large measure of financial 
relief to every nation involved in the 
war, and this relief would restore 
friendly relations and permit a dis- 
armament otherwise Impossible. The 
cancellation of this debt, added to the 
reductipn of military and naval ex- 
penses, would give tho -world a new 
birth and go far toward restoring 
normal conditions in business. 


Could the United States afford It? 


A< reduction of one-half in her mili- 
tary and na\al appropriations would 
enable her to save the maount in less 
than twenty years; a reduction of 
three-fourths in army and navy ex- 
penses would enable her to save tho 
amount in less than fifteen years. 
It will be difficult for the debtor 
nations to pay the sum and the obli- 
gation to pay it IB made the basis for 
indemnities which, however juat, 
threaten thq amity of Europe for 
generations and thus furnish an ex- 
cuse for military and naval expendi- 
tures scarcely leas burdensome than 
tho indemnities. 
Would the American people sup- 
port such a proposition? Why not? 
They are sentimental; they spent 
over thirty billions to end war by 
means of war; would they not spend 
ten billions to end war by peapeful 
means? And, besides, tho American 
people are practical. If they can sav« 
enough on military and naval appro- 
priations in fifteen or twenty years 
to compensate them for giving up tho 
debt, why should they bpend two or 
three times that sum on army and 
navy while they consume 100 years in 
collecting the debt, not to speak of 
the possible dangers that lurk In the 
attempt to collect such a debt from 
nations already overburdened? 
Has this nation any better offer to 
make? Is any other nation able to 
make so largo a contribution toward 
the success ot the conference?

. Concerning the work of tho Chil- 
dren s Home Society of California, 
Mrs Gordon said: 
"Work of the society in assuming 
charge and responsibility of the Tie- 
glected, abandoned 
orphans and 
nameless ones, saves the state of 
Calllornia an enormous tax burden 
annually, both from a monteary 
standpoint and from the danger of 
debased citizenship arising from ne- 
glected childhood which would ulti- 
mately result In great costs in court 
and upkeep In prisons 
"The society is non-sectarian. The 
children are placed in homes of a 
faith 
like their forbeais, 
thereby 
giving them an opportunity to live 
a normal childhood and to become 
successful and useful citizens. 
' The society's horns at 3491 Sixty- 
sixth a\enue, known as the Gibson 
Home, Tvas made possible through 
the generosity of C. W. Gibson who 
donated the property and then gave 
the society a substantial sum with 
which to conduct Its work for the 
time being " 
In closing her address, Mrs. Gor- 
don cited Instances which had come 
to her attention where boys, once 
thought to ha 
incorrigible, 
were 
changed into youths -with an ambi- 
tion, a purpose of life She made a 
plea for assistance and asked that 
members of the Lions' club assist in 
the work. Tho hundred and sixty-. 
nine children were placed In homes 
during the past year, and since the 
Inception of the organization In 1SS1 
more than 4000 children have been 
placed In real homes where they 
were given a chance to become use-

SABOTAGING THE CONFERENCE 


A few days ago there met in Wash- 


ington a number of women and a few 
men passionately and vociferously 
devoted to the cause of disarmament. 
They had been called together at the 
instance of the so-called Po'regn Pol- 
icy Association, the successor of the 
League of. Free Nations Association—- 
an association chiefly known in the 
past for its .Bolshevist sympathies— 
and after the requisite amount of 
speechmaking they proceeded tb form 
an organization bearing the impos- 
ing title of the National Council on 
Limitation of Armament1!. Fortified 
with a generous donation of money 
from some kind, friend, they leased 
commodious quarters not far from 
the building Jn'•which" the Washing- 
ton Conference wiir meet, secured 
the services of ai. professional "drive 
director," and have embarked on an 
energetic and comprehensive cam- 
paign to arouse pub.lic opinion—or 
rather public emotion—by all the up- 
to-date methods of 'publicity 
and 


propaganda. Through the press, by 
pamphlets, by speakers, by moving 
pictur6s, they plan to impress the 
people with the horrors of war, the 
beauties ot peace, and the panacoa'ot 
disarmament. No doubt their inten- 
tions aro good, and, they profess to 
be bent on assistin#tlie Washington 
Conference to achieve great results, 
but involuntarily they /ccu'.l to u« tl.ti 
well-known cartoon entitled "Help- 
ing Mother," in which a small boy is 
depicted wielding a duster with,zeal- 
ous but misdirected energy and leav- 
ing in his wake a trail'of broken 
bric-a-brac and general disorder.
